He started life in the Prussian Army as an orderly 
officer on the staff of Frederick the Great, but fell into disgrace 
because of a love affair with that monarch’s sister, Princess 
Amelie, and was arrested in 1743 as an Austrian spy, and con- 
fined in the fortress of Glatz. Escaping in 1746, he took service 
in the Russian army, and afterwards in that of Austria ; but, 
visiting Prussia in 1754, he was arrested as an escaped prisoner 
and confined at Magdeburg for nearly ten years, during which 
time, and with his hands in chains, he engraved this and other 
cups, three of which are mentioned in his memoirs. Several of 
these are in Continental museums, but this specimen is believed 
to be the only one in this country. On his release he tried various 
professions and was employed by the Austrian Government 
in diplomatic or secret missions to France and England. He was 
in Paris in 1791, and, after living in safety throughout the 
Terror, was denounced asan Austrian spy and guillotined on the 

' 25th July, 1794. The present cup was exhibited at the Ex- 
hibition of Pewter at Clifford’s Inn, 1904, wde p. 46 in the 
catalogue, and has been illustrated and described in Mr. W.
